Applicant respectfully petitions for revival of the present application, which 
went abandoned for failure to pay the Issue Fee, based on the "Notice of 
Allowance and Issue Fee Due" mailed June 30, 2006.

Since the earliest filing date corresponding to the present application is 
December 23, 2000, (09/747,421) no Terminal Disclaimer is needed in 
connection with the time period of the present delay.
